and ten houses, two police boxes, 
one fire brigade station,four temples 
and one theater. 
T h e burnt area 
comprises 
ten 
streets. 
T he total 
dam age by fire is 1,000,000 yen. 
On Septem ber i, in R o k u g o d is­ 
trict, 
a 
terrible series 
of 
earth­ 
quakes shook the country. 
Nine 
people were killed there and more 
than forty at H ataya, Senya, Taka- 
nashi, Y okohori, Yok ozaw a, Naga- 
shida, Shim zu and Fujik, where the 
disaster w^as especially great.

Fires broke 
out here and there. 
W ater gushed 
out in m any places and rumblings 
continue. 
A t O b o n ia eleven persons were 
killed.

standard. 
Mr. Gold is a man who 
has the courage of his convictions, 
and so strongly was he convinced, 
without a careful study of the q ues­ 
tion, that the gold standard idea is 
right that he came to be known as 
one of the most radical of the radi­ 
cal exponents of goldbuggery . 
He 
was an important factor in the E n­ 
glish opera house gold meeting, and 
was one of the leaders in the move- 
ment to place a gold standard ticket 
in the held in Indiana. 
Unlike most men, however, Mr. 
Gold began a careful study of the 
q uestion, being determined to know 
that he was right before casting his 
vote this fail. 
As a result he is 
now as radical for silver and Bry an

was before 
for the gold 
standard. 
When 
his friends ap­ 
proached him with the inq uiry as 
to how the change in his opinions 
has come about he replies merely : 
“ I had my ey es opened.'^ 
Yester­ 
day Mr. Gold consented to an inter­ 
view, giving at length his reasons 
for deserting the goldbug camp and 
for coming over to the democratic 
ticket. 
“ Is it true,*^ he was asked, “ that

“ It is,” said he, “ and I will try 
my best to give an outline of my 
ideas while I was for the single 
standard and the line of thought 
leading up to my change of mind. 
I was in favor of the gold standard, 
with a change in the present sy s­ 
tem of maintaining it, until such

could be secured, as I thought it to 
be the safest plan, believing that 
free coinage by the United States, 
independent 
of

would be disastrous. 
“ I must confess that I had no 
well defined plan in mind as to 
changes necessary in the present 
standard. 
I felt sure some way 
could be devised 
by 
which 
the 
treasury could be placed in a con­ 
dition to be independent of the 
gold sy ndicate, so that it would not 
be necessary to keep up the bond 
issuing business. 
As is well known 
by ray friends, I held strongly to 
these ideas until some time after 
the Chicago convention. 
W^hen the 
convention adjourned 
I 
felt 
as 
though I hardly knew ‘where I was 
at.' 
I could not think for a mo­ 
ment of supporting the republican

there is I have no knowledge of it. 
The panics of '73 and '9 3 were cer­ 
tainly not caused by inflation, but 
by contraction.” 
“ Do y ou believe in an income 
tax, and what is y our opinion of the 
supreme court's decision in

SNUFFBOXES. 


N o t M ad a 
so 
M u ch fo r Sn u ffars as 
fo r O rn am en t. 
The snuffbo xes in whicli French 
miniatures especially are so o ften 
mo unted are co llected fo r their o wn 
sake, and no t witho ut reaso n. 
The 
fashio n o f setting miniatures in their 
co vers was o nU' in co ntinuanco o f 
the earlier fashio n o f so using them 
fo r tho deco ratio n o f bo nbo nnières. 
Tho se bo xes fo r bo nbo ns, anciently 
called “drageo irs,” are mentio ned as 
early as 1328, and in llio sixteenth 
century were made o f crystal, go ld, 
silver and enamel. 
Snuff and snuff­ 
bo xes cam<3 into use abo ut 15G0; but 
Lo tiis XIV. hated to bacco iii every 
fo rm, and wo uld no t allo w the use 
o f snuff in his (’o urt. 
The bo xes o f the perio d in which 
miniatures are set are to o shallo w, 
as a rule, to have really served as 
snuffbo xes. 
They are ro und, o val o r 
rectangular, o f dark to rto ise shell, 
lined with go ld, and bearing the 
enamel miniature either o n the o ut­ 
side o r the inside, so t in a chased 
go ld frame, with a blue enamel line 
o utside the chasing. 
Later, fro m 
1676 to 1714, when Pierre do Mo n- 
tars 3" was the king’s jeweler, the 
bo xes (“bo ites a po rtrait”) became 
mo re elabo rate.
